The project is being built upon a “pay-as-you-go” basis, to prevent too heavy a burden being placed on the city's taxpayers at one 
time. At the present time the third unit of the plant containing a school cafeteria and several new classrooms is being constructed, This 
work is being expedited by a Federal grant recently received by the school board for this purpose. if 

When completed the school will provide the students of this city with an educational institution that will favorably compare with any 
in the state. The various facilities have been arranged to care for the school’s constantly increasing attendance each semester. Its comple- % 
tion will supply a unit well able to handle the needs of coming students.

Thomas E. Caldecott, pioneer Berke- 
ley druggist and a director of Home| 
Owned Businesses highly commended, 
Walters and his associates in the di- 
rection of Home Owned Businesses of 
California, Inc,, for their work in im- 
proving and preserving the institution | 
of individual enterprise in California. 
“Starting about three years ago, said | 
Caldecott, the organization headed by | 
Mr. Walters has come to include about 
6000 independent units with a com- 





bined strength- of over 20,000 mer- 
chants and their dependents.” 

Explaining that the position of Home 
Owned Businesses in favor of the chain 
store tax is not a departure from the 
fundamental policy of the organization 
to be pro-independent rather than an- 
ti-chain, Walters said that this measure 
was passed not to undermine the chain 
stores, but to lighten the tax burden 
of the people of the State of Califor- 
nia. 
FAVORED BY MERRIAM 

“All the Yacts now being presented 
to the voters for and against this meas- 
ure” Walters said, “were cdrefully 
weighed by our lawmakers before the 
bill was passed as a law.” They want- 
ed to make sure, he said, that this tax, 
needed to provide additional revenues, 
was not going to injure chain stores, 
decrease employment, or raise prices. 
“On the contrary” Walters claimed, 
“St was found that the large corpora- 
tions to be affected by this tax could 
easily pay it out of their profits, just 
as these and similar corporations had 
been able to do in twenty-three other 
states in which taxes were levied on 
chain stores. After all arguments had 
been considered, only 12 voted against 
this measure whereas 102 voted in favor 
of it and the Governor signed it with 
full information as to what it entailed.” 

Walters claimed that the bill is not 
a punitive measure, it would not have 
passed the Legislature which had al- 
ready discarded a number of such bills, 
but that it is rather a means of’ pro- 
viding additional revenue from sources 
well prepared to supply it. 


“In case this measure is not uphela 
by the voters on November 3”, Wal- 
ters said, “our legislators will have to 
find some other means of raising the 
Tevenue, estimated at three million dol- 
lars, which chain store tax would an- 
nually produce. The many new taxes 
levied last year included, in addition 
to the chain store tax, a new income 
tax and a 20 per cent increase in the 
sales tax. These would prove suffici- 
ent, the Governor was recently quoted 
as saying, providing none of them were 
repealed. If the chain store group 
succeed in evading payment, it will be 
necessary to further penalize the peo- 
ple of the State by direct taxation in 
some form.” 

TAX IS GRADUATED 


To show that the size of the tax is 
too small to injure business, Walters ex- 
hibited a scale showing the actual 
amount of taxes that under proposition 
22 would have to be paid by the chain 
stores, graduated according to the num- 
ber of stores in the chain from less 
than one cent per day per store to not 
more than $1.37 per store per day, a 
chain of 100 stores, $1.26 per store per 
day, and a chain of 1,000 stores, $1.36 
per store per day. 

“Hundreds of thousands of dollars 
are being spent by the chain stores,” 
Walters claimed, “in an effort to make 
the people afraid that living expenses 
will be raised as a result of this tax. 

“Tt is absurd to say that a tax of $1.37 
or less per day will increase prices to 
per cent.” According to Walters, prices 
have not been raised on account of 
the tax in any of 23 states in which 
such taxes on chain stores have been 
imposed, for the reason that prices at 
independent stores, based on true mar- 
ket conditions of supply and demand, 
actually prevent chain stores from 
raising prices. 

Walters held that the chain stores 
know this to be true and stated that
